"hoods’ . Tn other words, you need 
a soil insecticide every year at 
planting time 
You can hire your own "police 
force" for your corn fields at a 
pretty small cost per acre. The 
effectiveness of tine police force 
depends on what method of attack 
jo u use. 
You can gel a certain amount of 
protection by having a "oil insecti­ 
cide blended in jour starter ferti­ 
lizer at a cost of about $1 per acre. 
Another and ¡'.¡ore effective m e­ 
thod of applying a soil insecticide 
is the application of granuals near 
the seed at planting time. This 
costs about $1.75 per acre for the 
granules. This $1.75 does not cover 
any part of the applicators. 
The most effective and expensh e 
method of application is the broad­ 
cast treatm ent. The insecticide .s 
sprayed on the ground broadcast 
and disked into the soil before 
planting. 
The chemical cost runs about 
$2 85 per acre exclusive of appli­ 
cation costs. However, under heavy 
attack of soil insects this m e tin d 
has proven to be the best known.

The w ater should not be too cold 
or chicks will not drink the amount 
they need. 
M aintaining a dry litter in the 
brooder house is im portant. Ground 
corn cobs, shavings and sawdust 
m ake good litter and are generally 
available at low cost.

“ T i p s On Chick Brooding” 


The month of March is a favorite 
time for iioullrymen to start baby 
chicks. It's a good time because 
farmers are not deeply involved 
with work 
in the field and can 
spare more time in taking care of 
baby chicks. Chicks started early 
m the season generally thrive bet­ 
ter and will come into production 
in the fall when egg prices are 
normally higher. 


A few steps in chick brooding 
that will help you in getting off to 
a good start are

Most producers will be using gas 
brooders. They arc very depend­ 
able and sati' to use in all kinds 
of weather. But. there is one pre­ 
caution that should be observed in 
using them. Remember that burn­ 
ing gas uses up the oxygen in the 
air and gives off carbon dioxide 
and moisture. 
If you have baby 
chicks in an air-tight room this can 
bp very detrimental to the c lic k ’s 
health. It means that you need to 
provide plenty of fre.-h air in the 
building by tilting back windows or 
panels at the top. 
If you plan to use other types 
of heating systems, make certain 
you understand the requirements ( 
and 
limitations 
of 
each. 
Heat 
lamps, for example, can be used 
for chick brooding but they are 
limited prim arily to brooding in 
small number and during warm 
seasons of the year. 
What about brooding tempera­ 
ture? A rule of thumb is to m ain­ 
tain a temperature of 90-92 degrees 
I", under the hover for the first 
week. This is slightly less h e a t, 
than what used to be recommend­ 
ed. We decrease the temperature

But. don’t follow this rule exactly. 
It pays to watch the action of the 
chicks and regulate the heat

able- 


Feed and Water: 


If there's ever a time you should 
waste a little feed

age. It pays to fill the small feed­ 
er; 
full to the brim and spilling 
over. Chicks should not have to. 
hunt for feed. Mos producers find 
it desirable to use paper plates or 
egg flats and put handfuls of feed 
on each one to get birds eating 
early.

P lace about two inches of T e r-j 
ralite in a shallow pan or seed 
flat Be sure there are a few holes 
in the button for drainage. Use the 
edge of a ruler to m ake slight 
depressions in the m aterial and to 
m ark off the rows. Sow seed thin­ 
ly, three to four seeds per inch. 
Cover to about ’ 4-inch depth with 
m ore T erralite.Wa ter thoroughly, 
taking care not to wash out the 
seeds. 
Place flat in a w arm place and 
cover with cardboard or sim ilar 
m aterial.

ANTI-SUICIDE SQUAD 


VANCOUVER. B. C. 'A P) — 
M embers of the Salvation Arm y’s 
anti-suicide 
bureau 
usually 
can 
tell from the tone of a caller's 
voice whether he really intends 
to carry out a suicide threat. 
"If the voice is flat and tone­ 
less we can bet the person really 
m eans to kill him self.” says Brig. 
R. M. Bam sey, in charge of the 
bureau that has been operating 
here two abd a half years. "But 
if it 
has 
a 
healthy resonance, 
chances are the caller just wants 
to gel his troubles off his chest." 
A person bent on suicide can 
talk things gver by telephone with 
a bureau officer. From May to 
November of 
1961, 
94 w'ould-be 
suicides—S3 men and 41 women 
—called the bureau. Brig. Bam ­ 
sey said there were 63 suicides 
in the Vancouver area during the 
year. He added, "W e can ’t say 
how many lives we save because 
very often the caller won’t give 
his nam e."
